Adverse shopping weather re-

Wrangle Precedes Speech. 

He took the Assembly rostrum 
after a procedural wrangle 
touched off by Australia’s Robert 
Casey. Casey, on a point of or- 
der, asked President Luis Padillo 
Nervo of Mexico whether he was 
sure Vishinsky had something 
new to say. Otherwise, he said, 
letting the Russian speak a sec- 
ond time might set off a long se- 
ries of rebuttal speeches.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 
16 (AP)—Philip Murray prepared 
a package of demands for the 
steel industry today, including a 


“substantial wage increase.” 

M got indorsement from 
the CIO United Steelworkers’ 
170-man wage-policy committee 
yesterday for a 22-point set of 
demands on the industry. 

The union expects negotiations 
to start Nov. 2%. 

Murray’s demands were so en- 
compassing that it amounted to 
giving him a free ticket to negoti- 
ate what he wants with the steel 
As head of both the CIO and 

its million-member steel union, 

Murray started out on a course 

supposed to get benefits in steel 

and at the same time set new 
standards for other CIO unions. 
Other Demands. . 

Besides asking for a “substan- 
tial wage increase,” Murray spe- 
cifically demanded an industry- 
wide union shop, productive 
bonus, sevérance pay, improved 
vacations, premium pay for week- 
end working hours, and a guaran- 
teed annual wage. 

Murray told reporters it has 
been four years since a complete 
new steel contract was negotiated. 
Since then the contract, expiring 
next Jan. 1, was simply amended 
from time to time. 

The average hourly pay in the 
$192 industry is estimated at 
Fairless Sees U.S. Intervention. 

President Benjamin F. Fairless 
of the United States Steel Corp. 
said last night that collective bar- 
gaining probably will fail to bring 
agreement on the union’s wage 
demands. The U.S. Steel con- 
tract traditionally sets the stand- 
ard for the entire industry. | 

' Fairless told a Realtors’ meeting 

in Cincinnati that the question 
of a pay increase for the steel- 
workers and its size “will appar- 
ently have to be decided finally 
in Washington.” 

“IT believe,” he said, “that any 
further increases in steel wages 
at this time will only result in 
an increase in: the cost of living 
- . . and that it will contribute 
definitely to the inflationary 
Ag Sa 

Fairless indicated that a steel 
price boost would follow any 
Wage increase. 

It was indicated here that the 
steelworkers’ union was ready to 
buck. the Wage Stabilization 
Board’s present formula. Murray 
said the union would not be satis- 
fied with an increase of five cents 
an hour—which is all that the 
workers would be entitled to 
under the. present rules... They 
had a rise last fall. — 

No Wage Figure Set. 

Murray did not set a figure on 
what increase will be scught. He 
said this would be a “negotiable 
factor.” He said other unions 
have won the benefits that the 
steelworkers now require to be 
incorporated in their agreement. 

He said the union’s contracts 
with the fabricating end of the 
steel business—as contrasted from 
the steel producing end, which 
employs most of the union’s mem- 
bers—have long provided for the 
holiday and other provisions the 
union now seeks on an industry- 
wide basis. 

The guaranteed annual wage— 
an oft-repeated union demand— 
contemplates giving every work- 
er an insured yearly income re- 
gardless of steel production or 
demand. Employers in steel and 
other industries have insisted that 
such insurance could be costly 
during depression years. 

Murray said his union repre- 
sents substantially all the em- 
ployes in the steel industry, and 
therefore it would be easy for 
the steel companies to grant the 
union’s union shop demand. This 
would require all workers in the 
industry to belong to Murray’s 
union and pay dues. 

It seemed clear, however, that 
neither the union nor the steel 
companies expect their dispute to 
ref settled without Government 

elp. | 

The interest of Washington offi- 
eials is high, since a steel strike 
could cripple defense production, 
and any steel wage or price ad- 
justments could dent existing 
stabilization rules.

A long list of “more essential” 

roducts also will be curtailed 

ut not so severely. Fifty per 
cent of steel, 35 per cent of cop- 
per and 35 per cent of aluminum 
will go to the makers of refrig- 
erators, washing machines, radio 
and television sets, lawn mowers 
and other products ranging down 
to zippers, buttons and pins. 

The entire field of consumer 
hard goods, both more and less 
essential, now is receiving about 
58 per cent of the steel, 46 per 
cent of the aluminum and 54 per 
cent of the copper it consumed 
in the first nalf of 1950. 

Officials: Said the new curbs, 
which apply to metal allocations 
for the first quarter of next year 

but probably will continue until 
July 1, may cause some business 
casualties.. However, Henry H. 
Fowler, deputy NPA administrat- 
or, told reporters that even the 
rock-bottom allocations of copper 
and aluminum will give firms 
that rely on those metals at least 
a “fighting chance for survival.” 

Fleischmann forecast § there 
will be sufficient supplies to meet 
“all essential needs of American 
consumers during the next six 
months,” because retail, whole- 
sale and factory warehouses are 
well stocked with nearly every 
variety of consumer product. 

After mid-1952, officials be- 
lieve, the shortages. will ease suf- 
ficiently to permit a relaxation of 
the materials controls. : 

To tide manufacturers over the 
six-month squeeze, NPA an- 
nounced a three-fold program to 
alleviate business hardships 
caused by the new curtailments..

Careful consideration for the 
protests of any industries which 
feel they should be classed as 
“more essential” rather than 
“less essential.” 

Opening the door to supple- 
mental allotments of steel. for 
those companies that can show 
that the substitution of steel for 
copper and aluminum will per- 
mit a higher rate of production 
and give them a better chance 
of breaking even during the 


squeeze. 
The holding of “industry as- 

sistance clinics” in more than 
120 cities at which business 
men, military purchasing .offi- 
cers and prime contractors will 
attempt to work out methods of 
placing more defense contracts 
and sub-contracts in plants that 
have excess capacity of 
the materials shortages. ; 

In another home front devel- 
opment, price control officials 
said ceilings might*have to be 
placed on white potatoes if prices . 
continue to rise. The. national 
average price has gone up from 
$1.23 a bushel on Sept. 15 to 
$1.39 on Oct. 15.

Fowler, deputy NPA administrat- 
or, told reporters that even the 
rock-bottom allocations of copper 
and aluminum will give firms 
that rely on those metals at least 
a “fighting chance for survival.” 
Fleischmann forecast there 
will be sufficient supplies to meet

FRANCE STOPS 
GURTAILS OTHERS 


Purpose Is to Save Nation 
From Ruin—All Tobac- 


co, Paper Pulp Cut Off, 
Coal After Jan. 1, 


~ 


PARIS, Nov. 16 (UP)—The 
French Government halted all 
tobacco and paper pulp imports 
today and announced further im- 
port bars or cuts for coal, chemi- 
cal products and oil to save the 
country from financial ruin. 
Finance’ Minister Rene Mayer 
disclosed the severe cutbacks to 
the National Assembly. The slash 
in dollar imports will mean a 
return of austerity to France for 
the first time since 1947. . 
Mayer outlined the drastic 
measures after United States 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
and other top American advisers 
conferred with French leaders oh 
American aid. : 
List of Cuts. 
The cuts announced were: _. 
1, Elimination of all tobacco 
and paper pulp imports starting 
today. 
2. Elimination of coal imports 
as of Jan. 1, 1952. 
3. A cut of from 10 to 75 per 
cent in imports of chemical prov- 
ducts, synthetic rubber, non-fer- 
rous metals and synthetic tex 
tiles. : 
4. A severe slash in oil imports 
from the dollar area, while France 
will seek to buy more from the 
sterling area. : 
Mayer stressed that the Goverfi- 
ment will carry out its military 
pledges to the Western world de- 
spite the stringent limitatiohs on 
dollar expenditures. 
Increase in Military Spending. 
He said 1952 military spending 
will amount to 950,000,000,000 
francs ($2,707,500,000), 28 per cent 
more than last year. 
The public will not feel the ef- 
fects of the dollar cutbacks imme- 
diately, he said, but they will 
come progressively. He said fta- 
tioning will be authorized “if 
necessary. 
The talks between the French 
government and the United States 
group will continue as France 
tries to solve its crisis. if 
The conference today dealt 
chiefly with possible United States 
economic aid or military contribu- 
tions to France, and what France 
can expect in the way of Ameri- 
can arms and equipment. 


200,000 BU. OF APPLES LOST” 
BY EARLY FREEZE IN ILLINOIS 


CARBONDALE, Ill, Nov. 18 
(AP) — An unseasonal early Né- 
vember freeze cost Illinois of- 
chardists 200,000 bushels of ap- 
ples, the Illinois Fruit Council 
reported today. 

Previously the 1951 Illinois 
crop of fall and winter apples 
had been estimated at 3,000,000 
bushels. The I.F.C. executive 
secretary, Harvey Hartline, said

a good apple supply for Thanks- 
giving trade. 

Most of the apples frozen on 
the trees were winesap and wil- 
low twig varieties. Of the total 
loss, 50,000 bushels were lost in 
the southern Illinois area.

Business,’ Says Enforce- 
ment Director, Predict- 
ing Increase in Inquiries

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16—The 
Office of Price Stabilization’s en- 
| forcement division investigated 
13,000 complaints of price control 
violation in October, it was 
learned today. Edward P. Mor- 
gan, director of enforcement, said 
“they know we're in business.” 
The number is by far the high- 
est of any month to date, and the 
division had an additional 21,000 


complaints pending at the end of 
the month. About 265 cases were 
taken to court in October, Morgan 
said, and “the number is going 
to increase sharply as we change 
over from explanation to sanc- 
tions.” 

Most cases are settled by com- 
pliance, he added, and there are 
a some cases of innocent viola- 

on. 

“However,” he said, “we figure 
business men ought to know the 
rules by now and we're going te 
operate accordingly.” 

Method of Operation. 

The enforcement director, e 
former Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation chief inspector, said his 
group would operate differently 
from the wartime OPA in two 
chief respects: 

1. “We're starting out to en- 
force right from the beginning 
instead of allowing black mar- 
kets to take root.” 

2. “We're concerning ourselves 
with those who participate in 
the economy on a wide level 
more than with the corner 
-butcher.” 

Morgan indicated that several 
cases would be filed soon 
against “‘some of the largest 
companies in the country.” 

Thus far about seven “big” 
cases have been announced, in- 
cluding Cudahy Packing Co., 
United Enterprises, Inc., of Chi- 
cago, makers of stainless steel 
wire cable, and Cross Brothers 
Meat Packers, Inc., of Philadel- 


phia. 
Emphasis on Pre-Retail. 

In October investigations of re- 
tailers outnumbered those of 
wholesalers, processors and manu- 
facturers, but Morgan insisted 
that most of the future emphasis 
would be on the latter group. 
There are about 3,000,000 retail- 
ers in the country, 250,000 whole- 
salers and 500,000 manufacturers 
and processors. 

“We only have 1000 agents in 
the country,” Morgan said, “and 
so concentration on the pre-retail 
end is a simple matter of num- 
bers. Besides, if the man who 
sells to the retailer is in viola- 
tion of ceilings, often the retailer 
is forced to violate to protect 
himself.” .

“Many administrative agencies 
of government, including the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture, are seeking to extend their 
activities beyond administration 
into policy making,” the resolu- 
tion said. 
“The Illinois Agricuitural Asso- 
ciation will continue its efforts to 
preserve for farmers the right to 
speak for themselves on legisla- 
tive matters.and in defense of the 
historic division of governmental 
authority which fosters and pro- 
tects freedom of expression.” 
One resolution contended that 
nearly a year of recent experi- 
ence with price and wage controls 
proved that such controls are not 
effective in controling inflation. 
“We will continue to oppose any 
further extension of authorization 
for price and wage controls.” 
Farm Machinery Materials. 
‘The I.A.A. urged the federa: 
government to allocate enough 
materials to manufacturers of 
farm machinery and equipment to 
meet the essential needs of 
farmers. This is necessary, a res- 
olution said, to insure an ade- 
quate supply of agricultural prod- 
ucts fof.the nation. | 
“Large labor unions have indi- 
cated they either want to organ- 
ize farmers into direct affiliates 
of the labor unions,” Roger Flem- 
ing told the I.A.A. yesterday, “or 
encourage farmers to join a 
puppet farm organization that 
would have the same relationship 
to the labor unions as Charlie 
McCarthy does to Edgar Bergen.” 
“T am happy that the farmers 
of America are not inclined to 
accept either of these sordid al- 
ternatives,” Fleming added.

He stated in his will 
that he had made ample provision 
for his wife, Mrs. Ethel Hunkins 
Cave, through gifts during his-

It took 8001 three-column 
pages of the daily record to print 
all the Senators had to say on 
the floor. That figures out to 
something like 12.000,000 words 
—Oor an average of 125,000 words 
per Senator. 

The House, which years ago 
put a limit on its debates, met 
for only 704 hours and 41 min- 
utes. Its oratory filled 6051 pages. 

That adds up to around 9,000,- 
000 words. With 435 members in: 
the House compared with the 
Senate’s 96, the average Repre- 
sentative had to confine himself 
to around 20,700 words. 

By coincidence, the final edi- 
tion of the 1951 record contained 
the Oct. 20 speech in which Sen- 
ator Neely (Dem.), West Virginia, 
scathingly denounced —in about 
2600 words—his fellow legisla- 
tors for talking too much. 

Up to that point (the Senate 
hadn’t quite finished yet, either) 
Neely estimated the printed rec- 
ord of the Eighty-first Congress’s 
first sessiori weighed 100 pounds 
and ran six times as long as the 
Bible. 

The cost of printing all this: 
$6638 per Senator. 

Neely’s comment: “Consistency, 
thou fascinating jewel of sophis- 
ticated humbuggery, loquacity 
and confusion, cease, oh cease, to 
lead illustrious and irrepressible 
windbags astray....

-OTTAWA, Nov. 16 (AP)-—-Trans- 
port Minister Lionel Chevrier 
gave the House of Commons no- 
tice today that on Monday he 
will propose the establishment of 
a special government agency to 
build the St. Lawrence seaway. 

The organization, forecast in 
the speech from ‘the throne at the 
opening of the session, will be 
called “the St. Lawrence Seaway 


: | Authority.” 


It will have power to build and 
operate the waterway between 
Montreal and Lake Erie, to set 
tolls for shipping and to borrow 
up to $300,000,000. 

The United States Government’s 
entry into the plan has been 
stalled for many years by Con- 
gress. The Canadian Government 
has decided to go ahead alone if 
the United States cannot join. Re- 


seaway, estimated to cost around 
$400,000,000. 

This would be undertaken by 
the province of Ontario and the 
appropriate United States author- 
ity which would share the cost 
and the 2,200,000 horsepower of 
electricity from the international 
rapids section of the river.

Now that the most important 
difference has been settled in our 
favor there are renewed doubts 
about the rigidity of the stand of 
the U.N. negotiators. This is the 


case not only in the Pentagon, but 
also among the officers and sol- 
diers in Korea and the public at 
home. 

The Big Question for U.N. 

Can we lose as much by agree- 
ing to make the present line of 
contact the cease-fire line—which 
would result in a practical end to 
ground fighting—as we would 
gain by ending the ever-mount- 
ing list of dead and wounded? 

Both sides have agreed to a 
truce line based on the line of 
contact of the ground forces, with 
minor adjustments by mutual 
atreement. On signing the armi- 
stice each side would withdraw 
. two kilometers (about 1.2 miles) 
from the forward positions. 

The Reds contend that the final 
truce line should be based on the 
pzesent line of contact. Gen. 
Pi‘gway’s negotiators hold that 
the truce line should be the line 
of contact when all the negotia- 
tions have been completed. 

The heart of the difference, 
from Gen. Ridgway’s point of 
view, is that if he agrees to the 
present line as the final line, 
while the unsettled questions of 
inspection to prevent enemy 
build-up and the exchange of 
prisoners are being discussed, he 
will have given up his only means, 
military pressure, of forcing an 
agreement. 

Enemy’s Possible Reasons. 

There may be several reasons 
for the insistence of the Commu- 
nists on their contention. Firstly, 
they may be too weak to prevent 
continued gains of ground by the 
U.N. forces while ns ‘con- 


tinue. If they can tie our hands 
by the agreerhent they propose, 
they will lose no further ground 
and could -argeed up their forces 
while talks g 

Sousadiy” it > possible, that 
they wish to evade agreeing on 
neutral inspection of their ac- 
tivities to' prevent further rein- 
forcement at all costs. This is 
the next item on the agenda. If 
the cease-fire line is settled now, 
they could prolong the discus- 
sions about inspection indefinite- 
ly and ultimately evade any in- 
spection. From their point of 
view, U.N. inspection teams 
would have the first foot in the 
door to North Korea and an 
opening wedge to .U.N. supetvi- 
sion of free elections—a® horror 
to all good Communists. 

Finally, the Reds may prefer 
to let the war die out into an 
armed truce rather than to accept 
a formal armistice which would 
validate their failure to “drive 
the imperialist aggressors into 
the sea.” 

U.N. Position on Security. 


Our position is that the se- 
curity of the U.N. forces during 
a cease-fire must be guaranteed 
by inspection provisions which 
will insure against a build-up’ 
of enemy forces and supplies and 
that quick. and satisfactory ar- 
rangements must be made for the 
exchange of our prisoners of war. 
Gen. Ridgway fears that if he 
agrees to a truce line that will

forces as Gov. James F. Byrnes 
of South Carolina and Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia. 


Byrd, a stalwart in the South’s 
opposition to the civil rights pro- 
gram, declared that inclusion. of 
this program in the Democratic 

platform will mean a hard fight 
within the party. 


Said Byrd in Washington: 

“If the President is right in 
his forecast about the party plat- 
form, especially as to civil rights, 
it will touch off a bitter new 
fight.” .

12 IN GREECE GET 
DEATH FOR TRYING 
TO REVIVE REDS 


ATHENS, Nov. 16 (AP)—A spe- 
cial court-martial sentenced 12 
persons to death today on charges 
of attempting to revive Greece’s 
Communist underground. Three 
others were sentenced to life im- 


prisonment. 

The court acquitted 47 defend- 
ants in the mass trial and sen- 
tenced 15 others to prison terms 
ranging from three to 20 years. 

Those sentenced to death were 
convicted of high treason, espio- 
nage and subversive activities. 

Among those given the death 
penalty was Nico Beloyannis, a 
senior officer in the Red guerrilla 
army during the Greek civil war 
in 1949. 

John Vistakis, former secretary 
to Greece’s ex-Deputy Premier 
Emmanuel Tsouderos and once a 
senior official in the press min- 
istry, received a five-year sus- 
pended sentence. Another press 
| ministry official, Maiog Zervoyan- 
nis, was among those acquitted.

“There is no language to indi- 
cate that renunciation is in favor

Russia’s Boycott Cited. 

Dulles acknowledged that Wat- 
kins’s analysis of the difference 
in the two texts was “quite 
right.” But he said the treaty 
does not confer any rights on 
Russia since it refused to sign 
the document at San Francisco 
in September. 

“The treaty is no longer open 
for signature by the Soviet Union 
so the Soviet Union cannot ever 
be an ‘Allied power’ within the 
definition of article 25; nor can 
it ever claim. title under the 
treaty,” Dulles added. “Such 
claim, if’ made, would have to 
depend on other facts than the 
treaty of peace.’ 

Dulles cited speeches at San 
Francisco by Soviet Deputy For- 
eign Minister Andrei A. Gromy- 
ko, supported by the Czech and 
Polish delegates, to show that the 
Communist countries agreed that 
the treaty did not accord Moscow 
rights to the former Japanese 
islands. He recalled that Gromy- 
ko lost his fight for an amend- 
ment to place the islands under 
Russia’s “full sovereignty.”

The Bureau of Reclamation asserted that 31 of these sites eed 
to be poor locations for power production, while four were fair and 
two were good, but only for a limited output. 


Furthermore, the bureau said, 
as to 17 of the sites, which are on 
the Missouri river proper, that 
their use for the single purpose of 
power production would interfere 
with navigation and flood control. 

Yankton is the upper end of 
prospective river-channel* naviga- 
tion in the Missouri, being just 
below the site of Gavins Poi~t 
Dam. Funds have just been pro- 
vided to start work on that dem 
as an important part of the mul- 
tiple-purpose objectives of power, 
flood control, navigation and 
water flow regulation. 

Some p2zrsons have argued that 
considerable power could be gen- 
erated by dams in this lower end 
of the Missouri valley. More than 
two years ago Chairman Nelson 
Lee Smith of the Federal Power 
Commission asserted that a ma- 
terial reduction of silt n.ight 
make possible new power plants 
in the lower Missouri river that 
could generate 12% billion kilo- 
watt hours or more annually. 

Poor Sites Not Eliminated. 

The Reclamation. Bureau de- 
scribed the 17 Missouri river sites 
it studied as poor for power pro- 
duction. It said only the “good” 
and “fair” sites were worthy now 
of further investigation, although 
“this does not eliminate the poor 
sites from all future consideration 
should conditions change.” 

The 17 Missouri river sites are 
scattered over a 705-mile stretch, 
from a point:just below Yankton 
to Cote Sans Dessein, a peculiar 
bluff formation 30 miles down- 
stream from Jefferson City. Sioux 
City, Ia; Omaha, Nebr.; St. 
Joseph, Mo., and Kansas City 
are among the sites. 

All told, the 17 sites were fig- 
ured as having potential generat- 
Ing capacity of 1,295,000 kilo- 
watts, or a little more than the 
present capacity of the Union 
Electric system 

The two “good” sites are Rich- 


land and Rich Fountain, Mo., on 
the Gasconade river, where the 


Army Engineers have contemplat- 
ed erecting dams. These would 
have combined capacity of only 
60,000 kilowatts 
The four “fair” Sites are Pin 
Oak Bluff, in Missouri, 30 miles 
above the mouth of the Gascon- 
ade river; Pomme de Terre, on 
the river of that name near 
Hermitage; Mo.; Stockton, on a 
creek near Stockton, Mo., and 
Hackleman Corner, on a creek 
north of Stockton.

From Paris to Key West 

President Truman gave the stock answer when 
reporters at Key West asked him about the ris- 
ing demand for a Big Four conference to seek 
some way of easing world tensions. Mr. Truman 
said he believed international disputes should 
be settled by the United Nations rather than by 
the Big Four. 

As a broad expression of confidence in the 
U.N., this is fine, but if Mr. Truman gives the 
matter any serious consideration he must realize 
that his anap remark does not dispose of the 
virtually unanimous appeal from Paris for a Big 
Four meeting of séme sort. 

Even Yugoslavia, with 25 hostile divisions on 
her borders and a rocky experience behind her 
of trying to get along with the Kremlin, does 
not share Mr. Truman’s implied view that talks 
with the Russians would be futile. Foreign Min- 
ister Kardelj, at the same time he accuses Rus- 
sia of aggressive pressure against Yugoslav sov- 
ereignty, urges a Big Four conference as a “pos- 
itive” step toward peace. 

The same plea has previously been made by 
Secretary General Trygve Lie, by. Britain, by 
France, by India and by many other members. 
In other words, here is a case where the pre- 
ponderance of United Nations opinion unques- 
tionably supports a conference. When Mr. Tru- 
man opposes one, he is flying in the face of the 
collective opinion of the same U.N. for which 
he expresses such laudable respect. 

The other members would have a right to sug- 
gest that if he truly believes the U.N. should 
handle international disputes, then he should 
respect the advice of the U.N.’s leading members 
as to how the current division between East and 
West should be approached. 

"Probably no delegate at Paris expects a mira- 
cle of pacification from a Big Four conference at 
this stage. But the delegates know that the U.N. 
was not set up to handle the peace settlements 
of World War II, which still.remain a major 
point of friction between the big powers. They 
know that the U.N. cannot funetion at its fullest 
efficiency, and that such long-range programs 
as Mr. Truman’s disarmament plan cannot get 
the hearing they deserve, so long as the hostility 
between East and West remains so bitter. 

Doubtless they urge a Big Four meeting not 
in any hope that it would produce a spectacular 
end of the cold war, but in the belief that hu- 
man contact, the personal exchange of ideas, and 
the private discussion of differences thight help, 
in the wis ot President Auriol, “to reduce the

Even that modest hope, perhaps, might be 
dashed in the end. Nevertheless, as President

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Atrocity Report From Korea 
A feeling of shock and bitter indignation has 
swept the country following a report from Korea 
of wanton killing of United Nations prisoners 
by Chinese and North Korean Communists. 
President Truman spoke for the nation at large 
when he described the reported killings as 
“inhuman.” He added that he has not received 
any of the official facts and conditioned his 
comment upon the report’s being true. 
' Gen. Ridgway’s headquarters says an investi- 
gation is now under way, presumably to discover 
how authentic the story is. If there is any 
question of authenticity, however, it is strange 
that the story should have been published at 
all, especially under circumstances which at 
the time seemed to give it official sanction. 
It came from Pusan, Korea, as the report of a 
press conference with Col. James M. Hanley, 
judge advocate of the Eighth Army. : 
Col. Hanley said figures compiled by the 
U.N. command showed that 12,790 U.N. prison- 
ers, including 5660 Americans, have been mur- 
dered since the war began. What he did, 
according to the Associated Press, was to total 
all the reports and estimates of Communist 
atrocities since the beginning of the war. 
These reports had come from captured Com- 
munists, escaped U.N. prisoners, from question- 
ing civilians and from Allied agents operating 
behind Communist lines.

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Surgeons Against Kickbacks 

The most-used alibi for complacency in the 
medical profession toward fee-splitting and 
kickbacks is the assertion that these evils are 
non-existent. The Board of Regents of the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons should know, and it 
affirms that the evils exist in some localities. An 

- intensified effort to stamp them out is being 
planned by the Board of Regents. 

One of the most repugnant forms.of fee-split- 
ting mentioned by the board is that described 
as the “ghost surgeon.” The patient’s physician 
pretends to be doing the operation himself. He 
hires a surgeon whom the patient may not even 
know, and splits the fee with him. 

One of the arguments most frequently raised 
against socialized medicine is that it deprives 
the patient of the choice of his own doctor. In 
any system of national health insurance which 
would be acceptable in this country—and_ it 
would have to stop well short of socialization— 
the patient would have to retain the choice of 
doctor. Yet under the present system the patient 
can be deprived of that choice by fraud and col- 
lusion when the “ghost surgeon” system of fee- 
splitting is used. 

The Board of Regents also speaks out against 
fees split by surgeons with the referring physi- 
cians, salaries paid by tlinics to referring physi- 
cians, and kickbacks to physicians by companies 
selling appliances, tests or medicines which the 
physicians havé ordered for their patients. 

Complacent as too many members of the medi- 
cal profession are toward these evils, there are 
distinguished physicians and surgeons who are 
anything but complacent. The Vetroit Opthalmo- 
‘\pgical Society three. years ago defended the 
kickback system as one that protected patients 
against “errors and overcharges.” But ageinst 
cynical sophistries like this are the efforts of 

men like St. Louis's own Dr. Evarts A. Graham, 
., who presided at the session of the College of 
Surgeons in San Francisco at which the report 


on fee-splitting was adopted, and Dr. Lawrence 


T. Post, who for years has written and worked 
against kickbacks in eyeglasses.

to keep pace with the growth of its population- 
and-food problem has just been issued by the 
Food and Agriculture Organization in its report. 

Since the end of the war, world food produc- 
tion has increased nine per cent—but world 
population has gone up 12 per cent. Prior to 
the war, the world produced enough food to 
supply 2380 calories per person; today it is 
producing only 2260 calories, per person. 

In the situation depicted by these statistics, 
says FAO Director Norris E. Dodd, lie the seeds 
of war and revolution. And one can under- 
stand why it is that Mr. Dodd seems some- 
what impatient with the world for failing to 
grapple seriously with the problem. Six years 
ago, FAO was set up with high hopes that this 
would be done. 

Yet during that time the dimensions of the 
problem have actually increased. Surely before

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Ignoring the Voter 

Although the Democrats in the Legislature 
have rammed through two inequitable bills for 
congressional redistricting of the state, all is 
still not peaches and cream. The difficulty lies 
in the fact they have taken to fighting among 
themselves over how to resolve conflicts in the 
separate House and Senate bills. 

There are two stumbling blocks in the path 
of party harmony. By far the biggest is how 
Jackson county and seven or eight adjacent 
counties are to be split into two districts.

What surprises them is the obstinacy of 
their fellow Democrats from rural sections of 
the proposed districts. The rural legislators 
favor giving Kansas City one district and com- 
bining the remainder of Jackson county with 
the nearby counties for the other. That. this 
might be fair is considered beside the point by 
Kansas City leaders. . 

The stalemate threatens:to doom the party's 
effort to gerrymander the state in its behalf, 
with the result that congressional candidates 
might have to run at large. But it is the logical 
Yesult of the strictly partisan approach shown 
‘by almost everyone concerned withthe problem. 
In the rush for political advantage the aim of 


equal representation for each voter has been 


campletely ignored, -

These scandals are not merely evils that 
degrade the whole public service. They 
fall with special cruelty and injustice on 
the more than 50,00C able and honest 
careér men in the bureau. It has been 
inevitable, however, that the malignancy 
at the top has eaten down to infect some 
deputy collectors and others in the bureau. 


Men on the lower levels find incompe- 
tence over them. They see the office of 
their leaders used only a few hours in the 


day—Finnegan testified that he spent — 


“two, three' and sometimes four hours a 


day” at his desk. They see these men* 
engaging in other work that’ may or may 
not represent the use of their collectorship — 


to enhance their personal fortunes. 


Rarely has America had a better ex- 
ample of politics set on a throne from 
which it could debase the whole public 
service. American politicians have allowed 
themselves a luxury right down to 1951 
that was outlawed even by Bismarck in 
the latter days of the nineteenth century 
when the German public service Was es- 
tablished on modern lines. :

Pitcher Chet Nichols of the 
Boston Braves, who was named 
on four ballots, and Pitcher Clem 
Labine of the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
who received two votes, were the 
other players who figured in the 
National League voting. 

Mays got only one hit in his 
first 26 times at bat when he 
came up to the Giants in May 
from their Minneapolis farm club 
in the American Association, He 
also had his troubles in the 
World Series against Yankee 
pitching, getting four hits in 22 
times at bat, but he was one of 
the main factors in the Giants’ 
late-season drive to the pennant. 
He finished the season with a 
275 batting average and with 68 
runs batted in.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (UP)— 
He won't be on any all-America 
teams, mainly because he is play- 
ing in the so-called bush league, 
but fullback Bob White of New 
Mexico Western College already 
has gained a share of football 
glory.’

3 A year ago when he was editing the film, 
Mr. Stevens told Thomas B. Sherman of the 
S Post-Dispatch staff that he had attempted to 
_ , preserve the Dreiser dialogue intact and had 
caused to be rewritten only those parts 
necéssary to propel the story line on a dramatic level and at 
an acceptable pace. But at the same time he had attempted 
to bring out, where the drab and commonplace dialogue does 
not, except for cumulation of detail, the doubts, weakness, 
yearnings, blind reactions, muddled thinking and anguish of 
characters caught in circumstances over which they had no 

effective control. 

In this Mr..Stevens has succeeded admirably. The unre- 
lenting honesty of Dreiser is there in examining a situation of 
a young man trying to get ahead who is trapped by the preg- 
nancy of a factory girl who had only a physical attraction for 
him, when he wants to marry a fine, beautiful and, not inci- 
dentally, a wealthy girl with whom he is passionately in love, 
and decides on murder as the solution.. But by vivid and 
pointed camera composition, by stimulating his actors to 
express far more than they say in their lines, Mr. Stevens has 
galvanized the lumbering style of Dreiser, his turgid, plodding 
presentation of his characters and their emotions. I don't 
believe the old saw that one picture is worth a thousand words 
usually applies, but in this case it is more than true. One 
glimpse of two lonely people whispering in a dark room 
while the radio plays softly and the curtain blows, or one 
vivid closeup of Elizabeth Taylor radiating love in a close 
embrace while murmuring nothing particularly memorable is 
worth pages of Dreiser’s pafhstaking but dull exposition. Very 
often the central characters virtually throw their trite lines 
away while making their impressions visually, which is con- 
sistent with Dreiser’s insistence on the inarticulateness of the 
ordinary person, but still doesn’t run it into the ground 
dramatically. 

Whether the film has the necessary allusive quality to sug- 

gest a universal tragic significance for mankind, of weak 
humans struggling futilely against their fates and own short- 
com , depends on the viewer; it certainly isn’t mentioned 
by word or implication. Genuine pity is evoked, however, for 
the three central characters themselves. The novel is altered, 
probably to gain more sympathy for George Eastman, (played 
by Montgomery Clift) to have him change his mind at the 
last moment about murdering Alice Tripp (Shelley Winters) 
on the lake. She becomes excited, accidentally tips over the 
‘boat and drowns. In his death cell George admits to a pastor 
that there was a moment in the water when he might have 
saved her, but didn’t. I don’t think this is inconsistent; rather 
the opposite. George’s outstanding trait is his weakness, and 
it is logical that he could commit murder only negatively. 


I don’t regard Clift as a strong actor, but he is perfect 
in this role of a vacillating, confused youth, unable to face 
facts. Likewise Miss Winters has been no dramatic queen, 
but is persuaded to do a believable job as the pathetic and not 
too bright factory girl. Miss Taylor, portraying a girl of 
charm, radiance and a much higher level of sensitivity, turns 
in a glowing and touching performance, Bulky Raymond Burr 
contributes a memorable bit as a savage prosecutor.

Even for a French film, “LA RONDE,” at the PAGEANT, 
employs considerable candor about sex, and makes it not at 
all surprising that, as I understand, New York’s censorship 
board barred it in its present form.

HAVE had several late after-

TO SOME EXTENT, how your 
child will react to the current 
world situation depends on his 
age and personality. But to a

As to color, green is flattering 
to dishes and food, but the mats 
might be brown, bittersweet, yel- 
low, russet or white. 

Embroider veins in the leaves 
in simple outline, white or an- 
other shade of green on green, 
‘white, yellow, or orange on 
brown, brown or green on russet, 
bittersweet or yellow. A white 
leaf might take brown or green 
veins. 

Finish the leaf mat edges with 
hand rolled hems.

It Wants Larger Share of Smokers’ Market, Seeks Way

NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (AP). 

O far no American child has 

been known to enter this world 

with a smoker’s cough. _. 

The average intelligent child 
isn’t born puffing on a cigarette, 
a pipe, or a cigar. 

One reason is that at that age 
the child isn’t sure just which of 
these cloudy avenues to throat 
health is the smoothest, mellow- 
est, mildest, and most flavor sat- 
isfying. Some infants have even 
been known to prefer milk. | 

But sometime between the twi- 


light of puberty and the. onset 


of social security the average 


American, man or woman, takes 
up the habit-forming weed, in 
one form or another. 

The form in which he does fi- 
nally embrace tobacco determines 
the pattern of a great- American 
industry, a business once built on 
a sniff and a chew and one that 
now goes up in smoke. 


Snuff has become mainly a 
rural delight. Chewing tobacco 
is for the rugged individualists 
who will swallow their pride and 
stick by their cud even though 
union charladies refuse to correct 
their errors at the cuspidor. 


But the sniffers and the chaw- 
ers are in the minority today. 
The big race for the tobacco dol- 
lar is among the puffers—the cig- 
arette, pipe and cigar smokers. 

The cigarette smokers lead by 
far, of course. But the pipe manu- 
facturers, whose sales fell from 
$33,700,000 in 1948 to $22,500,000 
in 1950, are striking back. They 
want to get their share of the 
market again. 


Spearheading the drive is 37- 
year-old Morris Levinson, Yale 
law school honor graduate and 
president of the Kaywoodie Co., 
which manufactures about 40 per 
cent of the pipes sold in America 
each year. 


“This year we expect to do 
about $24,000,000 in the industry,” 
he said. _. : 


“We figure we lost business be- 
cause the cigarette manufacturers 
advertised more. So we are ad- 
vertising more, too. And we are 
emphasizing the same health 
theme as they do—‘guard your 
throat.’ ” 

He has the reasonable theory 
that a good $5 pipe is as gentle 
to a human throat as a package of 
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“We're still trying to find a

cigarettes is. (No one smokes for 
fun any more. The idea is to puff 
something that won’t hurt your 
throat so much — even if your 
throat doesn’t hurt anyway.) 

Some nine per cent of Ameri- 
can smokers puff pipes solely, 
some 17 per cent mix pipes, cigars 
and cigarettes. 


Prestige pipe smokers include 
Milton Berle, Bing Crosby, Sena- 
tor Paul Douglas of Illinois, Unit- 
ed States Steel tycoon Ben Fair- 
less, Herbert Hoover, F. D. 
Roosevelt Jr., and the late poetess 
Amy Lowell, a robust lass, who, 
alas, also enjoyed a good Havana 
cigar.

O stand in your own 
light” is a little different 
from hiding your light be- 
hind the bushel. It is not usually 
out of modesty that we behave in 


a way which other persons de-. 


scribe: as standing in our own 
light; the allusion is more likely 
to be to some kind of perverse- 
ness or disinclination to make a 
required effort. The lines quoted 
above, which the inquiring core 
respondent has sent us, are char- 
acteristic of the way the expres- 
sion is employed at the present 
time. 

And this phrase has not 
changed in its-four centuries of 
usage in English speech and liter- 
ature. It lent itself to the ironical 
expression of Jonathan Swift, as 
to the turn of mind of other Brit- 
ish and American writers for al- 
most four centuries. Its first re- 
corded usage is by the poet John 
Lyly, in his well known work “Eu- 
phues,” which appeared in 1579— 
in these words: 


“Heere ye may behold Gen- 
tlemen, how leaudly wit 
standeth in his owne light.” 

An offshoot of the original 

phrase which may interest some 
of our readers is strictly British 
—a saying which achieved some 
popularity in England in the mid- 
dle of the last century, and by a 
peculiar quirk of circumstance. 
It was “in your own light, like 
the Mayor of Market Jew.” The 
quaintly named Market Jew is a 
seaside town in England, about 


130 miles from the city of Exeter,’ 


and now known as Marazion. It 
seems the pew of the mayor of 
this town was so placed that it 
had him in the position of stand- 
ing in his own light!

The 
ace won, and declarer made the 
inexcusable mistake of then draw- 
ing two rounds of trumps—‘“to 
keep anyone from ruffing any- 
thing.” Only after he had thus 
reduced his communications from 
hand to hand did he start setting 
up dummy’s diamonds. The quite 
normal 4-2 break of the suit left 
him high and dry, and he could 
not dispose of his losing, spade. 

The obviously. correct method 
of play was to lead only one 
trump, leaving the K-8 in dummy, 
then to cash the top diamonds 
and ruff a diamond with a high 
trump. Now, of course, dummy 
would be re-entered with a trump 
to the king and another diamond 
ruffed. Once more South would 
go to dummy with'a trump, to 
discard his spade on the estab- 
lished diamond; then he would 
ruff dummy’s spade and lead a 
club toward the king. 

There was no real risk In cash- 
ing the top diamonds while a 
trump was still at large, because 
if the diamond suit broke so bad- 
ly that the second round could be 
ruffed by a defender, the hand 
could not be made.
